The antenna that I am attempting to tune is a delta loop that is configured for 
20 meters. Feed line is 300 ohm twin lead > 1/4 wavelength on 40 meters. 


With a manual tuner I can reasonate this antenna from 80 thru 10 meters. It 
also radiates. This is accomplished with the 817 alone. 


The 239 tuner works just fine when I use a 100 watt amplifier driven by the 
817. using the same antenna. 


How do you make my 817 and the 239 work together without making mods to 
the 817?

I am Dave. Great to meet you. The SG-239 should engage it's match-seeking at 
1.5 watts [According to the specs]. Let's give it more watts and follow my 
checklist below.

First, check the following again, as I am sure you have already done... 


* Make sure the SG-239 has power, 12V 

* Make sure it has a darn good bit onto a counterpoise that is electrically larger 
than the antenna. If a dipole the RF ground side should be longer than the RF 
hot side. 

* Be sure the ant is long enough for the band you seek the match on. As you 
know, the specs for the ants are on the face of the little coupler. 

* Make sure the Auto/Manual switch is set to Auto 

* As you know, to engage the match-seeking, send RF into the coupler. Let's 
start at the FT-817's 5 watts first. Either talk into the mic, or hold the CW key 
down. I like to be near the coupler so I can hear it click. 

* You should hear it click away for up to about 20 seconds or less. Once the 
match is found, as you know, the clicking will stop and the TND LED will glow. 
* Let me know what happened

Hi folks, 


For those of you with the SG-239. If you have had the rare difficulty 
of getting the SG-239 to engage in seeking a match using your FT-817, 
I suggest the following... 


In the situation when the 817 sees a high SWR through the 239, folds 
back power to the point the coupler does not see enough RF and fails 


to engage, we use what Rudy Marcelletti - K8SWD calls, "The 
Stepping Stone Method". It is a method of rearranging the relays, or 
shuffling them, so a match can be made. With this metod, several 
users have happily found that the coupler will engage, and the desired 
match can be often be found. Most of the time this is not needed. 


Here is how it works in a simple and very fast way: 


1.) When the 817s power is folded back and the coupler won't engage 
2.) Switch to another band and try engaging the coupler to a match. If 
it makes it's match... 

3.) Now go back to the original band that did not work and try again. 
Now it may engage because the relays were rearranged to where the 
initial SWR is low enough that the 817 will not fold back [as far]. 

4.) If this does not work, repeat the procedure on more bands, and 
then come back again to the desired band and try again. 


Most of the time I believe the SG-239 will engage without this 
procedure. If any of you have further questions, just shoot them at
